Sam Allardyce’s men made a 
great start as Kevin Nolan 
scored in the ninth minute, but 
Rovers hit back through James 
Coppinger (73). 

Reading recorded their eighth 
straight win to join West Ham on 
66 points, as goals from Mikele 
Leigertwood (15), Jason Roberts 
(75) and Simon Church (89) put 
them in control before Neil 
Danns scored a late consolation 
for the Foxes. 

Blackpool dropped out of the 
play-off places after a 3-1 defeat 
at Peterborough.

Hull stayed ninth after they 
were pegged back from 2-0 up 
to draw 2-2 at home to Ipswich. 
Goals from Robbie Brady (17) 
and Robert Koren (54) put the 
Tigers in charge but Grant 
Leadbitter scored twice in three 
minutes for Paul Jewell's men. 

Watford won 2-1 at Derby as 
goals from Sean Murray and 
Troy Deeney inside the first 15 
minutes gave them the perfect 
start at Pride Park. Ben Davies 
replied for the Rams after half an 
hour. 

Derby's east midlands rivals 
Nottingham Forest won 3-1 at 
home to Millwall to boost their 
survival hopes. They led 2-0 at 
half-time thanks to goals from 
Garath McCleary (25) and Danny 
Higginbotham (38) before Darius 
Henderson's 14th goal of the 
season gave the Lions hope with 
26 minutes left.

FORMER Saints star Steve 
Moran is set to embark on a 
gruelling 1,400-mile cycling 
challenge as he bids to raise 
money and awareness for 
muscular dystrophy charities. 

The 51-year-old will visit 26 differ¬ 
ent football grounds across the 
country in the space of 21 days next 
month, nicknaming his mission the 
‘Premiership Pedalathon’. 

The inspiration behind the effort 
is the 12-year-old son of Moran’s 
partner, Hayley. 

Connor Lancaster was diagnosed 
with Duchenne Muscular 
Dystrophy when he was three. 

“It is a particularly nasty type of 
muscular dystrophy that only 
affects boys,” explained Moran, 
who played for Saints from 1979 
until 1986. 

“There are only about 100 people 
born with this disease every year in 
this country. 

“I vowed to myself I had to do 
something to try, in my own little 
way, to make a difference - not only 
for Connor, but all the other suffer¬ 
ers. 

“Hopefully it will help raise some 
awareness of this. 

“They’re very close to finding a 
treatment, and it’s only time and 



money which is going to prove an 
obstacle. 

“So it becomes even more impor¬ 
tant for me to do this.” 

Moran aims to visit the grounds of 
all 20 Premier League clubs, as well 
as Wembley Stadium and the other 
five sides he played for in his career 
- Saints, Leicester, Reading, Exeter 
and Hull. 

He is also planning a stop off at 
Lord’s Cricket Ground, where his 
nephew Toby Roland-Jones plays 
for Middlesex, while he hopes to 
gain permission to ride a lap at 
London’s Olympic Velodrome. 

Moran aims to pick up a signed 
shirt at each of the grounds and will 
auction them off at a gala dinner in 
the summer. 

The money he raises will be split 
between four charities - the Connor 
Lancaster Trust, Martin House 
Hospice, Muscular Dystrophy 
Campaign, and Action Duchenne. 

“In an ideal world, I would like to 
raise millions,” said Moran, who 
lives near York and drives lorries 
for a living. 

“But if I could get £20,000 for each 
of the four charities that would be 
fantastic. 

“Anybody putting their hand in 
their pocket and donating, even if 
it’s just a fiver, will help.” 

In his time at Southampton 
Moran made 229 appearances, with 
the forward netting 99 goals - none 
more famous than his injury-time 
winner in an FA Cup fourth round 
tie at Fratton Park in 1984. 


To this day, he remains a firm 
favourite with the Saints fans. 

And he admits he has been bowled 
over by the support he has already 
received from them ahead of his 
challenge. 

“The response from Southampton 
fans has been absolutely fantastic,” 
said Moran, who is due to cycle 
from St Mary’s to Reading’s 


Madejski Stadium on Friday, April 
13 - the same day Reading make the 
return trip for a potential promo¬ 
tion crunch contest at Saints. 

“The amount of people who have 
been offering to cycle with me or 
put me up somewhere in the 
Southampton area has been bril¬ 
liant. 

“There’s a Southampton fan who 


lives in Dorset whose lad is 12- 
years-old and has got exactly the 
same disease as Connor. 

“He said he’s willing to do a bit of 
cycling with me, drive the support 
van and sort out a hotel for me in 
Bridport. 

“There’s lots of stories like that. 

“A lot of it has been from the 
Southampton area, where I had my 
best years.” 

Moran added: “I’ve received unbe¬ 
lievable support, even through just 
going on sites like Facebook and 
Twitter. 

“The kindness and generosity of 
people, and football fans generally, 
has been incredible. 

“It’s just getting the message out 
to everyone to let them know about 
this.” 

Moran admits he is “not really” a 
cyclist, but insists the size of the 
task he faces is nothing in compari¬ 
son to what Connor has to deal 
with. 

“It’s easy compared to what he 
has to go through on a day-to-day 
basis,” he said. 

“If I’ve got to go through a bit of 
pain to do this, it’s nothing com¬ 
pared to what he deals with. 

Moran did, however, draw the 
line on Star Wars fan Connor’s 
fancy dress plans for him. 

“He wanted me to do each leg 
dressed up as a Star Wars charac¬ 
ter,” said Moran, laughing. 

Hard enough 

“But he suggested Chewbacca and 
Darth Vader for the first two. 

“I said that it’s going to be hard 
enough as it is without dressing up 
like that.” 

Moran and his partner have a ten- 
month old boy, Harvey, together. 

Doctors told them he had a 50/50 
chance of being born with muscu¬ 
lar dystrophy, as Hayley carries the 
gene for it. 

Fortunately, though, he has 
avoided the disorder - and he is 
proving a big hit with Connor. 

“Connor absolutely adores his lit¬ 
tle brother,” said Moran, who 
added how proud he and Hayley are 
at the way he approaches life. 

“He just gets on with things. 

“You know it’s a struggle some¬ 
times, but he seldom complains. 

“He’s always singing and dancing 
around, and he normally has a 
smile on his face. 

“He absolutely loves life to the 
full. We are so proud of him.” 

The Premiership Pedalathon will 
begin at Martin House Hospice, in 
Yorkshire, on April 1, and is due to 
finish at Hull City’s KC Stadium for 
their game with Nottingham Forest 
on Saturday, April 21.

You fans of 
Premiership clubs may laugh but can any one of 
you provide a case for Andy Carroll over Rickie 
Lambert?.... I thought not. 

The impressive 0-1 away win at Elland Road 
showed us one thing, just how good a goalkeeper 
Kelvin Davis is. If anyone earned their day in the 
sun, under the glare of the Sky Cameras, it was 
Kelvin. 

Let’s not forget this is the man who turned down 
Premiership West Ham to stay with League One 
Southampton following our relegation from the 
Championship. Saturday’s win fully justified his 
decision and kept Saints above West Ham against 
all odds.

IT turned out to be a 
brief and unsuccessful 
stay at Stamford 
Bridge for Chelsea’s 
sacked boss Andre 
Villas-Boas. 

In hindsight it was a 
move too soon for a young 
manager with such a lim¬ 
ited background in the 
hurly-burly of the 
Premier League. 

His breakthrough came 
when he led FC Porto to 
their 25th league title, by a 
record 21-point margin. 

But one has to question 
the decision to employ 
such an inexperienced 
manager in the first place. 

In his short career, AVB 
tasted success after suc¬ 
cess but there were no 
obvious setbacks so 
Roman Abramovich 
would have not had the 
answers to several ques¬ 
tions when the appoint¬ 
ment was made. 

How would he react 
when things go wrong? 
How would he deal with a 
losing run or a £50m strik¬ 
er who can’t score? 

Managing players who 
had success under a 
plethora of experienced 
managers was never 
going to be easy. 

But Roman Abramovich 
and his advisors had 
appointed AVB on a 
three-year deal with the 
prospect of gradually 
changing the face of an 
ageing team. A team, by 
the way, that had won 
three Premier League 
titles, three FA Cups and 
reached the Champions 
League final in the 
Abramovich era. 

For me, AVB was in too 
much of a hurry in trying 
to make his presence felt. 
He should have had a soft¬ 
ly, softly approach instead 


of alienating so many 
senior players. 

His decisions off the field 
- like the treatment of 
popular senior players 
Nicolas Anelka and Alex - 
did nothing to help his 
cause. 

Anelka and Alex were 
made unwelcome in the 
first team building and 
banned from the first- 
team car park. 

Inexplicably, Anelka 
was even excluded from 
Christmas dinner at the 
training ground. This 
caused nothing but anar¬ 
chy in the dressing room. 

Confrontations resulted 
in reserve coach Dermot 
Drummy and the reserve 
team players being kicked 
out of the main training 
building, leaving 

Drummy’s only line of 
communication through 
assistant first-team coach 
Steve Holland. 

Other stories are now 


appearing that show the 
relationship between the 
manager and his players 
was fragile to say the 
least. 

Abramovich’s gamble 
on a 34-year-old has back¬ 
fired. Roberto Di Matteo’s 
first game in temporary 
charge was an FA Cup 
win at Birmingham. But 
perhaps the most reveal¬ 
ing aspect of that game 
was the 3,000 Chelsea sup¬ 
porters letting their feel¬ 
ings known by chanting 
Jose Mourinho’s name 
throughout the 90 mins. 

Abramovich made a 
huge mistake when he let 
the Special One leave in 
2007 and another when 
Carlo Ancelotti was 
sacked. 

If Abramovich is taking 
advice from his inner cir¬ 
cle perhaps the best deci¬ 
sion he could make is to 
fire them.

ANOTHER week, another three bite the 
dust. 

Andre Villas-Boas might well have been the 
most high profile managerial departure, but he 
was quickly joined by Les Parry and Jamie 
Pittman as being out of work football managers 
in the past few days. 

On the face of it, Chelsea have little in common 
with Tranmere Rovers or Hereford. 

But the universal language of football dictates 
that results are key. 

Whether it’s at Stamford Bridge, with a 
demanding, mega wealthy owner, or Prenton 
Park or Edgar Streer, where avoiding relegation 
in front of a couple of thousand fans is the pri¬ 
mary objective rather than the collection of sil¬ 
verware at home and abroad, there is pres¬ 
sure. 

Justifiably so. 

Chelsea not winning any trophies this 
season might be a nightmare scenario for 
Roman Abramovich, given the sheer 
weight of money he has thrown at the club. 

But Hereford being relegated back to the 
non league scene would be an equally big 
disaster for Hereford chairman Davis Keyte, 
hence the decision to sack Pittman this week 
(after a win!). 

And Tranmere chairman Peter Johnson 
would be similarly concerned about his club’s 
slide towards the League 1 relegation zone - a 
1-0 loss at fellow strugglers Chesterfield earn¬ 
ing Les Parry, who just over 12 months ago 
was guiding Rovers to victory against Saints 
in a league game, the boot. 

Johnson is celebrating 25 years as major 
shareholder of Tranmere this season, 
and you could therefore argue he has 
earnt the right to do what the hell he 
likes with his managers. 

(Will any of the foreign owners cur¬ 
rently in charge at Premiership clubs 
still be around in 10 years’ time, let 
alone ever celebrating a quarter of a 
century...?) 

Given their slump, and the fact 
it’s a results business, Parry proba¬ 
bly couldn’t have too many complaints. 
Tranmere hadn’t won in 11 games. 

And he’d been in charge since the autumn of 
2009, replacing the hapless John Barnes. 

Two and a half years in charge of a Football 
League club might not sound that long, but com¬ 
pared to some - compared to Villas-Boas, for 
example - it was a fair run. 

It’s not as if Les Parry had been sacked after 
only three defeats in 55 league games, as 
Huddersfield’s Lee Clark recently was. 

It’s not as if he was sacked on the back of a 
major derby victory and with his side third in the 
table, as Sheffield Wednesday’s Gary Megson 
recently was. 

And it’s not as if he was sacked with his team 
still in the FA Cup, still in the Champions 
League, and with a realistic chance of a top four 
Premiership finish, as Villas-Boas was. 

Parry was sacked for the same reason man¬ 
agers have always been sacked (until recently) - 
bad results. 





Pittman’s dismissal took the number of man¬ 
agerial changes this season to 27. 

That statistic is based on departures from July 
1 last year as recorded by the League Managers 
Association’s website. 

Last season, there had been 27 departures - not 
sackings, for the figures include managers who 
leave on their own accord - by early January. 

At the end of the 2010/11 season, up to the end of 
June, there had been 57 departures. 

That is by no means the highest figure of 
modern times. 

The unwanted record belongs to the 2001/02 
campaign, when there were a remarkable 72 
managerial changes. 

Seventy two! In 92 clubs! 

Research clearly underlines what everyone 
expects to be true - that a manager’s tenure is 
shorter now than a few decades ago. 

It seems strange to think that once upon a time, 
while the Premier League was around, there 
were only 31 departures in a season. 

That was back in 1995/96, not that long ago real¬ 
ly. 

In seasons 1991/92 and 1992/93 there were only 
26 departures in both terms, and only 28 in 
1987/88,30 in 1988/89 and 31 in 1989/90. 

You do not need to be John Motson to under¬ 
stand how the figures have climbed since. 

Not only do we now have the cash-cow which 
is the Premier League, but down in the old 
Fourth Division there is now automatic relega¬ 
tion to non league football, something which 
never existed prior to 1987. 

So there is greater pressure to stay in the top 
flight, greater pressure to get there, and 
greater pressure not to go down to the 
Conference. 

Of course, like many things in professional foot¬ 
ball before the money men moved in, it wasn’t 
always like this. 

In 1971/72 there were only EIGHTEEN man¬ 
agerial changes, but in fairness the likes of 
Abramovich, Milan Mandaric, Rupert Lowe and 
their impatient peers weren’t around in board- 
rooms then..! 

Even as recent as the 1979/80 season, there 
were only 20 departures. Last season there were 
half that in the top flight alone. 

I was astounded to see that Harry Redknapp is 
the 10th longest serving manager in the top four 
divisions. 

It doesn’t seem all that long ago when he 
arrived at White Hart Lane, and in fact it was 
October 2008. 

Even our old friend Gus Poyet at Brighton is 
20th in the list. 

Poyet said: “Talking specifically about results, 
Megson and Clark were unjustified, because they 
were in the top six. 

“Like I have said in the Championship, if there 
are 12 teams that have got to get to the Premier 
League and only three can go (up) that means the 
other nine have failed, so they are going to get the 
sack because they didn’t make it? 

“It’s nonsense. It doesn’t matter how well you 
do, maybe somebody else does better. And that 
makes you a bad manager because somebody else 
has done better than you? 

“Who is going to win the Premier League? Is the 
one who doesn’t win it going to get the sack, 
Mancini or Ferguson? So if Manchester United 
win the league, that means Manchester City have 
done badly?”

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The Stevenage way - it’s not 
pretty, but it is effective 


THE Saints team that finished the 
1988/89 reserve league season con¬ 
tained three players who would go on 
to win senior international caps for 
England. 

But only two of them, Matt Le Tissier and 
Tim Flowers, would ever play for Saints’ 
first team. 

The other would go on to join then non¬ 
league Wycombe Wanderers after being 
released by Saints. 

From there, Winchester-born Steve Guppy 
would carve out an impressive Premier 
League career with Leicester before spend¬ 
ing three years with Scottish giants Celtic. 

It was during his time at Leicester (under 
his former Wycombe boss Martin O’Neill) 
that Guppy, who was spotted by Saints play¬ 
ing for Colden Common, won his only senior 
England cap - in a friendly against Belgium 
in 1999. 

England won that game 2-1 at Sunderland, 
and ex-Saints Alan Shearer and Jamie 
Redknapp were on target. 

We know those two are now working in the 
media, but whatever happened to Steve 
Guppy, the former Southampton Tyro 
League youngster who represented his 
country at the highest level. 

Well, he was recently appointed 
Stevenage’s assistant manager to Gary 
Smith following the departure of Graham 
Westley to fellow Championship club 
Preston North End. 

Last weekend I was at Exeter to watch 
Stevenage, who are aiming to create a bit of 
footballing history this season. 

No club has ever won back to back promo¬ 
tions in their first two seasons as a Football 
League club after coming up from non¬ 
league football. 

The Hertfordshire club, therefore, are 
looking for their third successive promotion 
in 2011/12 - and no club has ever done that at 
such a lofty level of the English football 
pyramid. 

Remarkably, they have embarked on their 
phenomenal run after losing their star strik¬ 
er Steve Morison in the summer of 2009. 

Morison was a regular 20-goals plus for¬ 
ward as Stevenage won the FA Trophy in 
2007 an 2009. 

For a while, they had been one of the most 
consistent clubs in the Conference. 

But following Morison’s departure - a loss 
that was expected to hit them hard - they 
instead romped to the Conference title in 
2009/10. 

They followed that up by winning last sea¬ 
son’s League 2 play-off final against Torquay 
at Old Trafford. 

A few months earlier, they had humiliated 
Alan Pardew and his Newcastle United play¬ 
ers by winning a live televised FA Cup tie 3- 
1 at their tiny Broadhall Way ground. 

Ahead of this season, I fully expected 
Stevenage to struggle. 

I was there on the opening day of the 
2011/12 campaign, paying my £21 to sit down 
and watch Exeter draw 0-0. 

At the time I thought it was two points 
dropped by Paul Tisdale’s men. 

Now it looks like one gained. 

Under Westley, Stevenage were certainly 
not liked by Exeter fans, and we weren’t 
alone. 

There was a reputation for, shall we say, 
direct football with a physical edge. 

But Westley - who made his managerial 
name with north Hampshire club 
Farnborough before leaving in a blaze of 
controversy to join Stevenage shortly after 
Boro’s 2003 FA Cup tie against Arsenal - was

headhunted by Preston earlier this year. 

Credit where it’s due to Stevenage chair¬ 
man Phil Wallace, who thought ‘outside the 
box’ and appointed the relatively unknown 
Gary Smith as Westley’s replacement. 

For those of you who did not know, Smith 
is one of a small group of English managers 
who have won league titles in a foreign 
country. 

Sir Bobby Robson and Steve McClaren are 
two high profile men who spring to mind as 
having done that too.

With Guppy as his assistant, Smith guided 
the Colorado Rapids to the Major Soccer 
League crown in 2010, the same tournament 
that David Beckham was to win with LA

Smith had coached at Wimbledon, 
Wycombe and Watford before joining the 
staff at Arsenal. 

In 2008 the Gunners arranged for him to

Sheff Wed 3 Cherries 


CHERRIES suffered a fifth consecu¬ 
tive defeat after conceding three 
times in a dreadful opening 10- 
minute spell at Sheffield 
Wednesday this afternoon. 

Lee Bradbury’s men were left with a 
mountain to climb as the promotion 
contenders produced a blistering start 
to the League One clash. 

Danny Batth netted first after just 
four minutes before the Owls profited 
from a Miles Addison goal to move fur¬ 
ther ahead four minutes later. 

And after Michail Antonio had made it 
three with an exceptional solo goal, 
Cherries were left with little chance of 
salvaging something from their trip to 
south Yorkshire. 

The visitors were not without 
goalscoring opportunities of their own, 
with Wes Thomas hitting the woodwork 
and both Wes Fogden and Scott Malone 
going close. 

But, in truth, they were never going to 
recover after giving Wednesday a three- 
goal headstart. 

Steven Gregory was recalled to the 
Cherries starting line-up in place of 
Harry Arter. Bidding to halt his team’s 
recent run, Cherries boss Lee Bradbury 
packed his midfield and deployed Donal 
McDermott in an advanced role behind 
lone striker Thomas. 

But within 10 minutes, Cherries’ plans 
had been ruined. The game was virtual¬ 
ly over before it had even begun. 

Cherries were left reeling as 
Wednesday underlined their promotion 
credentials in some style. 

After Darryl Flahavan had done well 
to palm an Antonio header wide, 
Cherries paid the price for failing to 
clear the resulting corner when 
Antonio crossed for Batth to fire home

from close range. 

Cherries winger Malone shot narrow¬ 
ly wide before Mike Jones had an effort 
deflected off target for the hosts. 

However, the home fans did not have 
long to wait before further increasing 
their advantage in the eighth minute. A

the far post and assistant referee Nigel 
Smith deemed the ball to have crossed 
the line off the underside of the cross¬ 
bar, with Addison appearing to get the 
final touch. 

The big task became mountainous 
when Wednesday made it 3-0 two min¬ 
utes later. 


The lively Antonio sliced through the 
Cherries defence on the right wing and 
having surged into the penalty area, 
thumped a vicious shot beyond 
Flahavan. 

Cherries finally showed signs of some 
attacking endeavour of their own and 
should have reduced the deficit in the 
26th minute, but Fogden could not 
direct a dangerous Malone cross on tar¬ 
get. 

Flahavan parried Lines’s curling free- 
kick before opposite number Stephen 
Bywater saved with his legs from 
Thomas, who had been sent clear by a 
neat Fogden pass. 

Fogden then shot straight at Bywater 
when well-placed and Thomas summed 
up Cherries’ day when his low drive 
cannoned back off the woodwork just 
before the interval. 

Boss Bradbury sent out the same 11 
men as Cherries attempted to restore 
some pride after the break. 

Flahavan was initially the busier of 
the two goalkeepers as he made a rou¬ 
tine save from Lines before doing bril¬ 
liantly to block from Ryan Lowe after 
the striker had angled his run to perfec¬ 
tion to beat the offside trap. 

Bradbury introduced a second for¬ 
ward in the shape of Matt Tubbs on 62 
minutes, with Malone the man substi¬ 
tuted. 

Thomas should have ended his recent 
goal drought when he fired high and 
wide from close range. And he was 
replaced by Jayden Stockley almost 
immediately as the homegrown front¬ 
man was handed a chance to display his 
credentials. 

Stockley was at the centre of things 
when Cherries came close to an 88th- 
minute consolation. 

His knock-down set up Addison but 
Bywater kept out his effort before 
Tubbs hit the rebound into the ground 
and over as Cherries’ day ended as it 
had started - in disappointing fashion.

Cherries’ 
chief fined 


CHERRIES chairman Eddie 
Mitchell received an unwanted 
early birthday present this 
week when he was fined and 
warned following an outburst 
during a live radio interview 
last month. 

Mitchell, who turned 58 this 
week, had earlier accepted an 
FA charge of “failing to act in 
the best interests of the game 
and/or improper language” 
and had requested a personal 
hearing. 

And, after going before an FA 
disciplinary panel in London, 
Cherries’ co-owner was hit 
with a fine of £1,500 and 
warned as to his future con¬ 
duct. 

Mitchell was charged with 
misconduct in relation to com¬ 
ments made on the BBC Radio 
5 Live 606 programme on 
February 25. 

He had appeared on the show 
to explain the events surround¬ 
ing an impromptu visit to the 
Cherries changing room by 


Irena Demin, the wife of 
Maxim Demin, during the 1-0 
defeat by MK Dons. 

Mrs Demin, accompanied by 
her husband and Mitchell, is 
understood to have entered the 
dressing room at half-time and 
asked Lee Bradbury’s players 
why they were not beating the 
Dons. 

Fielding a question pitch- 
side, Mitchell said: “She and 
her husband have put a lot of 
energy and a lot of money into 
the club through me and I 
believe that she is entitled to 
express her opinion. 

“It was half-time and I think 


in the second half we played as 
well as we did in the first half, 
so it didn’t affect the game. I 
think the people that are 
putting money into football are 
entitled to their say.” 

Then, an interview with the 
BBC’s Mark Chapman, which 
was broadcast live on the 
Saturday evening, was halted 
after Mitchell had sworn three 
times. 

Mitchell later issued a state¬ 
ment apologising for his 
behaviour, while the BBC also 
“apologised immediately and 
unreservedly to listeners for 
offence caused”.

Poole’s vice-chairman reported that the 
Southern League Division 1 South & West 
promotion-chasers were “genuinely confi¬ 
dent” it had covered between £1.6-1.8m of 
the money needed to pay for the project. 

Controversially evicted from Poole 
Stadium in 1994 after 61 years at Wimborne 
Road, Dolphins were granted planning per¬ 
mission last April to press ahead with plans 
for a ground at Bearwood. 

Providing an update on the financing of 
the venture, Reeves said: “We have had a 
major success with a trust fund which has 
come up with about £500,000, specifically 
towards the artificial pitch. 


“We are having a full-size state-of-the-art 
artificial training pitch adjacent to the main 
ground, which will be available for commu¬ 
nity use and public hire, as well as our own 
training purposes. 

“Along the way, we have also had some 
disappointments. 

“The money that we are likely to be able to 
get from the FA is going to be appreciably 
less than we had expected. 

“The land owner is being incredibly sup¬ 
portive. I had a meeting with the land owner 
in the wake of the realisation that the money 
from the FA was not going to be what we 
had understood and I was apprehensive 
about that meeting, but it went extremely 
well. 

“Because there is so much happening, so 
many meetings and so many things in the 
melting pot, I can only speak in general 
terms. 

“But we remain optimistic that, at the lat¬ 
est, we will be starting the 2014-15 season in 
a new ground at Bearwood. 

“I can’t make any guarantees but that is

the aim and there are a lot of people working 
with the football club to try to pull it off.

“That is why I can’t promise anybody 
because I can’t be definite. 

“Neither can I do anything other than be 
general.”

RIVAL managers Graham 

Kemp and Glenn Burnett are at 
odds over the use of tempo¬ 
rary transfers in the

League.

Burnett, who took over a strug¬ 
gling Linnets side last September, 
said: “We shipped out 18 or 19 play¬ 
ers who I didn’t think were good 
enough for the division below, 
never mind our league.

Fawley themselves dual-signed a 
young goalkeeper, Adam Tong, 
from Southern League outfit 
Sholing last week because their 
two regular stoppers, Jon Page and 
Denis Wheeler, were both unavail¬ 
able to face Laverstock & Ford. 

Mitchell has no problem with 
players - particularly young ones 
dual-registering with a 
Sydenham Wessex outfit to help 
their long-term development, par¬ 
ticularly when reserve games are 
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scarce at their parent club. 

But what he firmly objects to is 
established players flitting back 
and forth between clubs and poten¬ 
tially making Wessex sides 
stronger for midweek games. 

“Dual signings are there to be 
used in the right way,” said 
Mitchell. 

“If the area’s bigger clubs like 
Eastleigh, Totton and Sholing are 
sending young players to Wessex 
clubs for the purpose of getting 
them experience because there are 
not enough Wyvern Combination 
League games, then that’s fine. 

“But if, as a Wessex club, you’re 
bringing in five and six players, 
when available, just to make you 
that much stronger for certain 
matches, then that’s not fair 


because some clubs benefit more 
than others. 

“As things stand clubs can sign 
players from a higher standard 
who wouldn’t necessarily play for 
them on a Saturday but would 
strengthen them for midweek 
games. 

“I don’t have an issue with one 
like (striker) Alex Baldacchino at 
New Milton who has been there all 
season from Havant & 
Waterlooville and Havant would 
only recall him if they had an 
injury crisis. 

“But if you get a player in for the 
occasional game from, say, Totton 
or Sholing, what you create is cer¬ 
tain sides who are stronger in mid¬ 
week than they are on a Saturday 
and I’m not sure that’s how it 
should be. 

“It’s like Stockport County going 
to Manchester United and saying 
can we have Giggs, Rooney and 
Scholes for the night if you haven’t 
got a game.” 


Fawley are not having the easiest 
of seasons, but Mitchell believes in 
keeping faith with the Oilers’ own 
squad of players rather than seek¬ 
ing help from friends in higher 
places. 

“Years ago I used to play football 
with Sholing boss Dave Diaper, but 
would it be right of me to ask to 
dual-sign ten of his players?” he 
said. 

“At Fawley we’re struggling to 
score goals, so what do we do? Ask 
Totton if we can have two of their 
strikers that need a run-out? And 
what would we say to our own 
guys that we’re leaving out of the 
team? 

“I’d willingly dual-sign a player 
from Sholing or wherever, particu¬ 
larly if it was a youngster, who 
could come to us and play 12 games 
in a row, but not a star signing on 
lots of money who needs a mid¬ 
week run-out. 

“I don’t think at this level it’s how 
a club should be run.”

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Diaper: Sugar daddies only lead to trouble 


DAVE Diaper believes 
events at AFC Totton this 
week should serve as a 
warning against the dan¬ 
gers of “sugar daddies” 
getting involved with non- 
League clubs. 

While the Sholing boss, 
pictured right, would not 
turn his back on major 
investment coming at 
Portsmouth Road, he pas¬ 
sionately believes that the 
long-term future of a foot¬ 
ball club is more important 
than going down a “quick- 
fix” route to success. 

Diaper’s comments came 
in the wake of Jim Fallon’s 
very public announcement 
that he had withdrawn his 
five-figure sponsorship at 
Totton because he had 
“very serious concerns” 
about the way elected 
members of the executive 
committee were running 
the club. He accused them 
of having done “nothing 
whatsoever in terms of sus¬ 
taining a fiscal prudent 


commercial club operation” 
and of being “nodding dogs 
- all talk and no action.” 

Fallon arrived on the 
Testwood Stadium scene 
last September, having per¬ 
sonally donated £10,000 to 
become first-team shirt 
sponsor. 

Since November his 
Landford-based 
company, 

Beaumont Water 
Heaters Limited, 
had additionally 
funded the club 
to the tune of 
£2,400 a week, 
much of which 
went towards 
boosting Stuart 
Ritchie’s 
playing 
squad in 
the quest 
for pro¬ 
motion to 
the Blue 
Square 
Bet 
South. 


A further £15,000 had 
been budgeted to cover the 
rest of this season and 
Fallon was prepared to 
plough in another £50,000 
for 2012/13 rather than 
renew his executive box at 
St Mary’s. 

Beaumont’s money has 
funded the arrival of several 
new players at Totton, 
notably on-loan Forest 
Green Rovers goal¬ 
keeper James Bittner 
and ex-Dorchester 
frontman Ryan Moss, 
and also paid for coach 
travel and pre¬ 
match meals for 
the team. 
Diaper, 
who 



expressed surprise that 
such sums of money had 
been made public, feels 
sympathy for the stalwarts 
at AFC Totton who have 
worked long and hard - and 
totally unpaid - to assist 
the club’s impressive rise 
from the Wessex League to 
the upper reaches of the 
Southern Premier Division. 

He said: “Sugar daddies 
come and go, but there are 
people who have been with 
clubs like Totton for a hell 
of a long time and it’s not 
about a quick fix, it’s about 
the long-term future of the 
whole club. 

“He (Jim Fallon) could go 
in to Totton, taking busi¬ 
nessmen with him, but if 
they decide one day that 
they’ve had enough, the 
club plummets. 

“So who could blame an 
executive committee for 
asking themselves if they’re 
willing to give up all the his¬ 
tory of the club and all the 
work they’ve put in down 


the years for someone to 
just come in and take over? 

“For me it’s not about a 
quick fix, it’s about longevi¬ 
ty and making sure that 
Sholing Football Club is still 
around at whatever level in 
ten years’ time. 

“Of course I’d listen if 
someone knocked at our 
door and said they were 
willing to put so much into 
the club. But the question I 
would ask is ‘what do you 
really want from the club?’ 

“My fear would be that 
they would either come in 
wanting total control, bring¬ 
ing businessmen with them 
who don’t really care about 
the club. Or it would just be 
to enhance their ego and 
get their name and the 
name of their company a 
higher profile. 

“I think clubs should 
beware of sugar daddies. 

“Unless a club’s got 
something solid in place, 
they could be heading for a 
massive fall.” 


WASP NEST TO 

HORNETS NEST 
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SEAN Whelan must have won¬ 
dered what he had walked into 
when he was unveiled as new 
AFC Totton chairman last 
weekend. 

Before he had even had a chance 
to get his feet under the table, the 
former Eastleigh FC shirt sponsor 
and tannoy announcer was coping 
with the news that the Stags’ main 
sponsor Jim Fallon had withdrawn 
his funding because of “very seri¬ 
ous concerns” over how the club 
was being run. 

Fortunately for Totton, Whelan is 
not squeamish when it comes to 
cleaning up messy situations. 

In his day job, he holds the unusu¬ 
al distinction of having exterminat¬ 
ed the inhabitants of Britain’s 
biggest ever wasp nest! 

Through his company, Whelan 
Pest Prevention, he hit national 


headlines by tackling the 6ft by 5ft 
monster, housing up to half a mil¬ 
lion wasps, in the attic of a 
Southampton pub in 2010. 

Whelan said at the time that dis¬ 
posing of the wasps was “a bit 
scary, mesmerising and very chal¬ 
lenging”. 

Now, having taken over as Totton 
chairman following Phil 
Shephard’s (pictured) depar¬ 
ture last month, he is hop¬ 
ing to do a similarly effec¬ 
tive job for the Stags. 

Born on Merseyside in 
1965, Whelan moved to 
the Southampton area in 
1968 when his father, a 
merchant seaman and 
massive Everton fan, was 
transferred down south 
with the Cunard Steamship 
Company. Ten years later his 
parents bought a hotel 
Ashurst. 

Whelan went to school in Totton 
and played local football for many 
years before he too went away to 
sea. 

On returning to dry land he got 



into corporate sales and senior 
management within the hygiene 
and pest control industries and 
started up his own business in 1999. 

Introducing himself to Totton 
fans, Whelan said: “I consider it an 
honour and a privilege to have been 
appointed chairman of AFC Totton. 

“I have supported local football 
for many years after I had to 
stop playing through injury 
at the age of 31.” 

While Whelan is new to 
the Testwood Stadium, 
for the last two years he 
has been a familiar face 
- and, more important¬ 
ly, voice - as stadium 
announcer with Blue 
Square Bet South outfit 
Eastleigh. 

“I was asked to fill in at 
an Eastleigh match for a very 
good friend, Denis Bundy, who, 
after many years on the micro¬ 
phone decided to move on,” he 
explained. 

“I ran the microphone for two sea¬ 
sons and during this time Whelan 
Pest Prevention were sponsors. 


And this year we sponsored the 
first-team shirts up until the new 
investors (Bridle Insurance) joined 
the club. 

“I also got involved in encourag¬ 
ing new sponsors and became an 
integral part of the club in many 
areas behind the scenes.” 

Netley-based Whelan, whose two 
children both went to school in 
Totton, has certainly done his 
homework on the Stags. 

“I have visited the Testwood 
Stadium many times and know that 
AFC Totton is steeped in history 
that is founded on playing the right 
type of football supported by great 
supporters of Totton,” he said. 

“I love my football and believe 
that the supporters are the most 
important people in any football 
club. Whilst the club has enjoyed 
outstanding success on and off the 
field, I hope to get involved with 
achieving the short, medium and 
long-term goals of the club. 

“I also look forward to working 
with everyone at the football club 
and contributing to its continued 
success.”

IE White is closing in on a place in 
the Sydenhams Wessex League record 
books. 

The former Saints striker went into this 
weekend having blasted a remarkable 43 
goals in only 24 league appearances for Guy 
Butters’ Premier Division table-toppers. 

His stats are even more incredible when 
you consider he failed to score in his first 
two appearances for City after returning to 
Hampshire following a spell in Australia. 

In the 22 games after that, White has scored 
in 21 of them - and the one game he didn’t 
score in, against Hayling, he missed a penal- 


Now White has the all-time Wessex League 
scoring record clearly in his sights. 

That was established back in 
the 2003/04 season when 
Winchester’s Andy Forbes 
struck 55 Wessex goals en 
route to a league and cup 
tally of 76 for the campaign. 

White moved onto 43 goals 
last weekend with a hat-trick 
against New Milton Town. 

Ahead of this weekend, he now 
has ten matches in which to score the 13 
goals needed to knock Forbes off top spot in 
the Wessex history books. 

Not even current Championship striker 
Charlie Austin could ever match White’s 
prolific feats. 

Back in 2008/09, Austin blasted 37 Wessex 
goals for champions Poole Town - in 36 
appearances plus two off the bench. 

Shortly after the start of the next season, 
Austin joined Swindon Town and later 
moved onto Burnley, where he has scored 11 
goals in 2011/12. 

Can White, who played two games for his 
hometown club Saints under Jan Poortvliet 
in 2008/09, emulate Austin by making a suc¬ 
cessful switch from the Wessex to the 
Football League? 

Given the Harefield youngster’s amazing 
achievements in recent months, who would 
bet against it?

GE HAMBLE co-boss Danny 
Bowers says he wouldn’t 
swop his ‘Batman & Robin’ 
partnership of Jamie 
Musselwhite and Ashley 
Jarvis for Winchester’s 
scoring sensation Jamie 
White. 

With White having already 
smashed through the 40-goal bar¬ 
rier in just 24 Sydenhams Wessex 
appearances this season, Bowers 
admits the ex-Saints striker is a 
“league phenomenon” the like of 
which has not been since the free- 
scoring days of Andy Forbes and 
Justin Bennett. 

But when it comes to Wessex 
goal-scoring partnerships, 
Bowers reckons the 
Planemakers’ dynamic duo of 
Musselwhite and Jarvis are up 
there with the very best. 

Both were on target in last 
Saturday’s 2-0 victory at 
Christchurch which kept Hamble 
on course to finish third - or even 
second - in their most successful 
ever Wessex season. 

The sharp-shooting twosome 
have now notched 55 goals 
between them in all competitions 
- the nimble Jarvis leading the 
way with 28, just one ahead of 
powerhouse targetman 

Musselwhite. 

Asked who he would plump for 
out of White and the 
Planemakers’ prolific pairing, 
Bowers said: “Honestly? I’d go for 
my two. 

“Jamie White is far and away 
the best striker and goalscorer in 
this league but, with all due 
respect to Jamie, I don’t know the 
lad, whereas I know exactly what 
I’ve got with Musselwhite and 
Jarvis. 

“Jamie White is a phenomenon 
in this league with the amount of 
goals he’s scored and I’m sure 
he’ll go on and have another 
crack at pro football. 

“Fair play to Paul McCarthy 
and Guy Butters (Winchester’s 
owner and manager) for giv¬ 
ing him the opportunity and 
getting him playing so well. 

“After all the injuries he’s 
had, he deserves another 
chance and I really hope he 
goes on and has a great 
career. 

“But then I look at 
Musselwhite and Jarvis and I’ve 
got two fantastic lads here who

each get 30 goals a season. 

“They did it last year too, which 
is why Paul McCarthy chased 
Jamie (Musselwhite) for most of 
last season and several other 
clubs have been chasing Ashley. 

“Their partnership is formida¬ 
ble, quite outstanding. They com¬ 
plement each other so well and 
the number of assists between 
them must be massive. They 
always seem to play a part in each 
other’s goals.” 

Although Musselwhite and 
Jarvis invariably reach the same 
finishing point - i.e. the ball in 
the back of the net - they have 
vastly different ways of get¬ 
ting there. 

“Jamie and (midfielder) 

Lloyd Webber are like 
robots. They’re always 
injured, but they always 
play,” said Bowers. 

“Jamie’s a battering ram 
who regularly gets 
kicked, punched 
and head- 


pick up the No9 shirt after a 
match, it’s filthy, knackered and 
ripped. 

“But when you pick up the No7 
shirt, it’s nicely crisp and clean. 
Ashley comes off the pitch as if 
he’s just stepped out of the show¬ 
er! 

“But the pair of them play so 
well for each other. I’ve lost count 
of the number of times Ashley’s 
made room for Jamie to score.” 

The emergence of ex-Brighton 
trainee Jarvis as a proven out- 
and-out striker is particularly 
pleasing for Bowers. 

“Whereas Muss is an estab¬ 
lished, well-known player on the 
local non-League scene, Ashley’s 
tended to start up front at his pre¬ 
vious clubs and then been pushed 
out to the right. He’s never been 
given a proper opportunity to 
show what he can do,” said the 
boss. 

“There was a time when he 
went through a barren patch at 
our place and people said he 
should be playing on the wing. 
But no, Ashley’s a centre forward 
and he’s proved that now. You 
don’t score 30 goals a season if 
you’re not.” 

Much as Bowers would love to 
keep the partnership he 
dubs ‘Batman & Robin’ 
together, part of him 
wants to see 23-year- 
old Jarvis move on. 

“I’m shooting myself 
in the foot by saying 
that, but he’s a young 
lad and I want to see 
him progress,” he said.

Currently, she is 
focused on forming an 
under-21s division for the 
City of Southampton 
Sunday League as well as 
a monthly 11-a-side 
league. 

But she is also trying to 
give women, the disabled 
and over-35s more oppor¬ 
tunities to play. 

One of 33 Get into 
Football Officers in the 
country, her role is fund¬ 
ed by Mars and Sport 
England as well as the 
Hampshire FA. 

She said: “Nationally 
there has been a decline 
in male adult participa¬ 
tion, not just on a Sunday 
but on a Saturday as well. 

“We have been put in 
place purely to increase 
opportunities for those 
over 16.” 

There is no doubt that 
weekend football is in 
decline.

Having won bronze in the 
10m platform at the London 
Aquatics Centre a fortnight 
ago, Waterfield heads to 
Dubai on Monday - his 31st 
birthday - for the first leg of 
the World Series.

targets 

Olympics 

JESSICA Ennis 
last night 
admitted she 
was “gutted” 
to lose her 
second 
world title 
inside seven 
months, espe¬ 
cially after 
briefly thinking 
she had pulled off 
a remarkable vic¬ 
tory in Istanbul. 

Ennis, who is one of 
Britain’s biggest hopes 
for a gold medal at 
London 2012, went into the 
final event of the pentathlon 
at the World Indoor Champion¬ 
ships trailing Olympic hep¬ 
tathlon champion Nataliya 
Dobrynska by a massive 93 
points. 

The 26-year-old did all she 
could by taking almost four and 
a half seconds off her indoor 
personal best in winning the 800 
metres - and then saw her name 
flash up in first place on the 
scoreboard. 

However, that was because 
Dobrynska’s score for the 800m 
had not yet been added to her 
total, a total which eventually 
read 5,013 points for a new 

world record. 

Ennis had to 
settle for sil¬ 
ver and a new 
personal best 
and British 
record of 
4,965, with 
Lithuania's 
Austra 
Skujyte in 
third and 
Russia’s 
Tatyana 
Chernova - 
who took Ennis’s world hep¬ 
tathlon title in Daegu last August 
- a distant fifth. 

“I need to make sure I learn 
from these experiences, get it 
right and turn silver into gold 
this summer,” Ennis said in ref¬ 
erence to the Olympic Games in 
London. 

As for thinking she had won, 
she added: “It’s the worst feel¬ 
ing in the world.” 

She added: “There’s disap¬ 
pointment because I wanted to 
come here and retain my title 
but I had some good perfor¬ 
mances today, some things I 
need to go away and work on, 
but for a world record to win it 
obviously shows the standard is 
extremely high.” 

Ennis said: “I am happy 
because two silver medals at 
world champs is great but I 
would have loved to have won a 
gold medal. I believe things hap¬ 
pen for a reason and hopefully 
that reason's going to come 
clear later on in the year. 

“I’ve learnt loads from this 
competition, I learnt loads from 
Daegu. I’m definitely in better 
shape now, I’m stronger, I’m 
doing PBs, but there are still 
things to work on, still things to 
improve so I can still hopefully 
get more points.”

We had some great performances against 
the Olympic champions from Beijing, 
Holland, and silver medallists China, but just 
fell at the final hurdle to a strong Argentine 
team. 

The weirdest thing was feeling so low after 
the final, even though we did better than pre¬ 
viously. 

We’ve won a lot of bronze medals and so 
you finish the tournament on a real high hav¬ 
ing won the last game (the bronze medal 
play-off), so it feels brilliant. 

But this wasn’t like that at all. It was really 
strange feeling so disappointed. 

I would definitely say that they had an 
extra person of the field in the crowd, and 
when we get to London we’ll have that same 
support in our favour. 

It really made me think how much a home 
advantage really does have. 

Whether it’s my neighbours from 
Southampton, or club members from 
Reading (where I play in the England Hockey 
League), I can’t wait to have that same sup¬ 
port on home soil. 

The trip overall was really positive, but we 
were away and living out of our bags for 
longer than we would be normally. We had a 
Four Nations tournament beforehand in 
South America and so it became really 
important to get a balance of work and rest, 
so that we’re all mentally and physically 
recovered. 

Unlike some other team sports, we some¬ 
times play back-to-back games and never 
have more than one day off mid-tournament. 

I always start my day with a swim, just to 
recover and feel refreshed. 

I’ve actually got a pretty set routine, so

after swimming I watch 
the game from the day 
before and then debrief with the 

team. 

We have to have time away from hockey 
too, which is just as important as the hock¬ 
ey itself. 

I always room with Beth Storry, one of our 
goalkeepers, which is great and we always 
have a box set or DVDs to watch in our 
downtime. 

We watched West Wing for the entire trip to 
Argentina, which I thoroughly enjoyed. 

It almost sounds lazy, but it’s just a case of 
putting your feet up, finding a good coffee 
shop nearby and then watching a load of box 
sets so I am in the best physical nick for the 
next game.

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FROM the beaches of Dorset 
to the sun-kissed backdrop 
of California, it has been 
quite a journey for Gregg 
Weaver.

Bill for 
security 
a worry 

MPs have expressed concern 
that the London 2012 Olympics 
may go over budget and said it 
was “staggering” that initial 
estimates about security costs 
were so wrong. 

The Public Accounts 
Committee’s report into the 
London Olympics also raised 
concerns about the legacy of 
the Games and warned that the 
Olympic Stadium must not 
become a white elephant. 

The Government however 
have continued to insist they 
are confident the Games will 
come in under budget. 

Margaret Hodge, chair of the 
Public Accounts Committee, 
said: “The venues and infra¬ 
structure of the London 
Olympic Games are on track to 
be delivered on time and within 
budget. The Olympic Delivery 
Authority’s management of the 
building programme has been 
exemplary. 

“However, the £9.3billion pub¬ 
lic sector funding package is 
close to being used up and we 
are concerned about whether 
the running of the Games will 
be held within budget. 

“Taking into 
account costs 
outside the 
package, the 
full cost to the 
public of the 
Games and 
legacy projects 
is already 
heading for 
around 
£11 billion. 

“We are 
particularly 
concerned 
about the significant increases 
in the security bill. LOCOG (the 
London organising committee) 
now needs more than twice the 
number of security guards it 
originally estimated and the 
costs have roughly doubled. 

“It is staggering that the origi¬ 
nal estimates were so wrong.” 

The report states that the 
LOCOG have been forced to 
renegotiate their contract with 
G4S for venue security from a 
“weak negotiating position”. 

Hodge added: “There is a big 
question mark over whether it 
secured a good deal for the 
taxpayer.” 

LOCOG’s original estimate for 
the number of security guards 
in and around the venues was 
10,000 - a “finger in the air esti¬ 
mate”, according to the PAC 
report. The Government 
announced in December that 
figure has more than doubled 
to 23,700. Security costs from 
the Olympics budget have risen 
from £282million to £553million. 

“LOCOG itself now has 
almost no contingency left to 
meet further costs, even 
though it has done well in its 
revenue generation,” says the 
report.

Henderson out to create a new Festival record 



NICKY HENDERSON’S 
season has always revolved 
around Cheltenham, but 
this year’s Festival could 
arguably be as important 
as any during his long and 
distinguished career. 

Indeed, even the first half 
of Tuesday afternoon could 
take him a whole lot closer 
to knowing if he will become 
the most successful trainer 
in the history of the meet¬ 
ing, as well as whether he is 
to pass Paul Nicholls and se¬ 
cure a first National Hunt 
championship title since 
1987. 

Henderson has already 
enjoyed 39 Festival winners 
- by far and away more than 
any of his contemporaries 
and just one behind the all- 
time mark set by the great 
Fulke Walwyn. 

The momentum he has 
gained from emerging young 
horses in recent campaigns 
sees him saddling perhaps 
his strongest ever team in 
2012 - led by defending Gold 
Cup hero Long Run. 

Henderson’s seven-year- 
old geared up for his defence 
by landing Newbury’s Den¬ 
man Chase last month, beat¬ 
ing stablemate Burton Port 
by just half-a-length in a far 
from polished display. 

Prior to that, Long Run’s 
colours had been lowered by 
the ever-popular Kauto Star 
at Haydock and Kempton, 
and the two are preparing to 
go head-to-head again, 


although there have been 
doubts about Kauto’s 
wellbeing after he fell on the 
gallops recently. Anxious 
eyes have been focused on 
Ditcheat, home of trainer 
Paul Nicholls, who trains 
Kauto Star, with regular up¬ 
dates coming from the 
champion trainer’s yard. 

Kauto was rated as just 
50-50 a fortnight ago to run 
in the big race, but as every 
day passes so it looks more 
likely the two-time Gold Cup 
winner will be back to put 
the young guns in their 
places in what will be his 
sixth run in the big contest. 

Nicholls reported recent¬ 
ly: “We gave him two strong 
canters up the hill alongside 
my Fred Winter hopeful 
Ulck Du Lin. 

“And I have to report he 
came through it fine and I’m 
happy with him at the 
moment. 

“What particularly pleased 
me was that, aside from 
looking great, he came back 
from the work and had a 
good roll in his box, always a 
good sign with him. 

“He looks happy in him¬ 
self and Clifford (Baker, 
head lad) is smiling. 

“Everyone can make their 
own minds up as to how he 
looks and works. 

“I must stress that it is 
one step at a time and it is 
important people don’t get 
carried away. We aren’t, just 
yet. But we are heading in

the right direction quickly, 
it seems.” 

Ruby Walsh will again get 
the leg up on Kauto Star if 
he makes it to Prestbury 
Park, but the Irishman who 
has amassed 32 Festival 
winners, knows Long Run 
will be a tough nut to crack 
again. 

“I hope Kauto Star gets 
there 100 per cent, but 
whether he’ll win or not 
he’ll be a great ride,” Walsh 
said. “Realistically, I think 
over that trip Long Run will 
be very hard to beat. 

“It’s not Cheltenham that 
suits Long Run, it’s the 
trip.” 

Long Run has not been 
without a scare, although 
according to Henderson, it 
is more a case of scare-mon- 
gering as he drifted on the 
betting exchanges. 

“Unless someone’s been 
in there in the middle of the 
night and hit him with a 
hammer then I don’t know 
why (he is drifting),” said a 
baffled Henderson. 

Long Run will have a 
schooling session with 
jumping guru Yogi Breisner 
a few days before the big 
race, with Henderson ad¬ 
mitting his charge “won’t 
see a fence between now 
and then”. 

Henderson also reckons 
Kauto Star will present a 
bigger threat than last year, 
adding: “I don’t think there 
is any doubt that this is a

different Kauto Star than 
we were playing with last 
year. There is not much 
between them, but I do 
believe Kauto has to be a 
better horse this season. 

“Sam Waley-Cohen and 
Long Run get on really well 
together and I always will 
have total confidence in the 
horse and Sam riding him. 

“I would just like a good 
honest gallop, let Sam get 
into a nice rhythm and have 
a nice time - if he enjoys it, 
the horse will enjoy it and 
so will I.” 

Henderson could have 
already equalled Walwyn’s 
Festival winners record by 
the time the electric 
Sprinter Sacre tackles the 
Racing Post Arkle Novices’ 
Chase. Then there is the 



matter of former Champion 
Hurdler Binocular back in 
action against Hurricane 
Fly a little over half an hour 
later. 

“The first three races are 
going to tell us an awful 
lot,” he said. 

“I’m either going to be a 
happy Henderson, or a 
wounded one.” 

Later on in the meeting 
Henderson will field such 
horses as Riverside Theatre 
as a possible favourite in 
the Ryanair Chase, Bobs 
Worth in the RSA Chase 
and Oscar Whisky taking on 
Big Buck’s in the Ladbrokes 
World Hurdle, as well as 
Long Run in the Betfred 
Gold Cup. He added: “The 
numbers are good, and I’ve 


got a few handicappers in 
there too. 

“I think we’ve got good 
strength in depth every¬ 
where and lots of chances.

“So the hardest thing, 
which I’ve had to do several 
times recently, is to ring up 
owners to tell them that the 
dream is over.

Chasing Sachin 
By Adam Carroil-Smith

Dismissed by some as being too frivo¬ 
lous or simply plain ridiculous, to others, 
sport’s sense of the absurd is one of its 
greatest attractions. 

Why, for example, design a rugby ball to 
bounce unpredictably? 

Why, for that matter, climb mountains, 
run races or just get involved in any form 
of sporting pursuit that could be interpret¬ 
ed as completely absurd? 

In truth, billions of followers actually 
enjoy identifying with sport’s irrational 
nature because it adds to each game’s 
sense of fun. 

Now Adam Carroil-Smith has made his 
mark in sport’s register of the ridiculous 
with Chasing Sachin, the basis of which is 
an outrageous proposition to bowl at one 
of the greatest batsmen. 

Carroil-Smith is no natural cricketer, 
although his epiphany arrives in the sum¬ 
mer of 1996 when playing football with his 
brother. 

The ball is lashed to a far-off field and 
away the author goes in hot pursuit, on his 
bike, only to miss the rope surrounding a 
nearby cricket square, causing him to 
crash, head-over-handlebars and receive 
an ear-wagging from a dishevelled 
groundsman. 

Fate determines this to be on the same 
day as England draw 1 -1 with Switzerland 
in Euro 96 and Sachin Tendulkar scores 
122 against 
England’s cricketers 
at Edgbaston. 

A few weeks later, 
our hero reveals to 
his mate, Rosh, that 
he would fancy tak¬ 
ing up cricket, a con¬ 
versation overheard 
by Rosh’s father, a 
cricketing fanatic who 
happens to have 
videoed Tendulkar’s 

Edgbaston innings. 

AC-S watches intently until the Indian 
superstar is dismissed. 

“As he walked off, even the umpire, a 
portly, ruddy-faced man, acknowledged 
Tendulkar’s brilliance with a nod of con¬ 
gratulations to him. I had never seen sport 
- or sportsmanship - like it. The tape 
ended. I was transfixed.” 

Bitten by cricket’s bug, Carroil-Smith 
embraced the game as any youngster 
would, only to discover that he wasn’t 
much good, although he was enthusiastic. 

Several years later, a drunken Carroil- 
Smith advises Rosh that it is his intention 
to bowl at Tendulkar and so begins his 
unlikely quest to track down the great and 
bowl just one ball at him. 

The story is not dissimilar to Ian 
Stafford’s Who do you think you are - 
Michael Schumacher? published in 2005. 

Like Stafford, AC-S never loses sight of 
what he sets out to achieve. He may 
meander off along anecdotal footpaths, 
but always returns, undeterred, to recom¬ 
mence his pursuit. 

It is, of course, quite absurd, but that’s 
the whole point of a sports book which is 
meant to be fun. 

In that respect, it succeeds.
